Rejection of Claims 1-34 

Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over U.S. Patent 
No. 6,097,138 to Nakamoto in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,436,221 to Chang et al. Nakamoto 
is cited for disclosing a field emission cold cathode device by forming nanotubes on a 
substrate and then applying a conductive material over the nanotubes and the substrate. 
Chang et al. is cited as allegedly disclosing a taping method to remove a portion of the carbon 
nanotubes from a substrate. The rejection is based on the position that it would have been 
obvious to modify the process of Nakamoto according to Chang et al. to include a taping
